“Life itself delivers many hard knocks, and to 
demand too abrupt an acceptance of unpleasant facts 
by the young mind is as unwise as demanding too

It is not necessarily the tough who are brave; in fact 
the bully is frequently a coward. On the contrary, 
the gradual develdpment of compassionate under- 
standing can have immeasurable moral valué *

“Dr. E. P. Walker of the Smithsonian Institution, 
Washing D.C.. commenting on the desirability of
